**The old order charij^eth, yielding place to netv/' 

Perilled hoopskirts, flowered bonnets, gentle voices, soft laughter, delicate perfume 
of lavender and scent of summer flowers, the blending of the spirit of youth with the 
spirit hovering over the towers and walls — such was the scene w’hen the first graduating 
class — the class of 1840 — went out from Wesleyan College, four years after its 
opening. 

The founding of Wesleyan was the result of toil and effort on the part of far- 
sighted ones w'ho felt, rather than saw, the great emancipation of woman looming in 
the coming years. 

On the now historic walls of the college hangs, faded and wrinkled and quaint, 
in its frame of old gilt, the first diploma granted to a woman. Bearing the date 
1840 and the name of Miss Catherine Brewer — later the mother of Admiral W. S. 
Benson, of Macon, it hangs there, a memorial to the struggle which has at last resulted 
in victory, the struggle of the womanhood of the world for freedom from the irksome 
bonds of ignorance and repression. 

Since those first years of Bishop George F. Pierce’s administration, when Wesleyan 
w'as surrounded by a high wall, w’hen there were few students, w’hen there was much 
opposition and many draw'backs, Wesleyan has become a standard institution recognized 
by the world as the first chartered college to grant a degree to a woman. Its curriculum 
has been raised, the endowment fund increased and the faculty and student body 
enlarged to such an extent that it has received membership in the Ass(Kiation of Colleges 
and Secondarj’ Schools in the Southern States, the American Association of Colleges, 
and the American Association of University Women. All Wesleyan graduates are 
now eligible to membership in this latter organizjition. 

At about the time when this class of ’26 goes forth from the old chapel, equipped 
with a hard-won diploma and the indomitable spirit which is wafted vaguely to all 
who come within the historic portals of the institution, work of construction will be 
begun on the magnificent new' plant at Rivoli. 

Here, on one hundred and thirty-two acres of rolling land, will rise the enlarged 
structures from w^hich new' names will constantly be added to the list of already more 
than three thousand graduates. I'hese graduates have gone out, and will continue to 
go out, honoring the name of the Oldest and Best and contributing a share, however 
small or great, to the progress of the world. 

'Fhe dream of a Greater Wesleyan at Rivoli was a far more gigantic one than the 
first dream of the college on the hill, but the same spirit was the basis of both visions. 
The same courage which constructed the first old buildings at the present site w'ill 
carry through to its completion the program of advancement embodied in the plans 
for Greater Wesleyan. 

And now ? 

Tailored skirts, short-cut hair, gay young voices, girlish laughter, delicate perfume 
of Cot)', and scent of summer flowers, blending with the spirit hovering over the walls 
and campus — such is the scene when the latest graduating class — the class of 1926 — 
goes out from Wesleyan College, ninety years after its foundation — perhaps the last 
class to ever receive diplomas from the college “on the hill.” 

A new' campus, a new life, but a continuation of the same indomitable, loyal spirit 
of Wesleyan, w ill be found out at Rivoli. Dreams really do come true. The Wesleyan

USIC has always held a prominent position in the curriculum of Wesleyan 
College. The steady development of this subject throughout the years 
has led to the creation of the Wesleyan Conservatory of Music and Fine 
Arts, a separate institution now under the directorship of Prof. Joseph 
Maerz. I he position it holds today is due to the unrelenting efforts of the series of 
directors who have maintained the highest standards possible in their time. 

In the election of the first faculty, 1839, four of the eleven professors were music 
teachers. I'he musical students composed what was called “'Fhe Ornamental De- 
partment.” Happily, in later years, the attitude toward this title was changed, as 
one of the directors announced in the catalogue that “music is science and art com- 
bined. Leave art out and you have mathematics. Leave science out and you have 
mere tinkling sounds.” 

'File requirements for a diploma, in addition to completing a six-year course, in- 
cluded giving a public recital and having a general knowledge of the harmony and 
the history of music. 

The first art diplomas were granted in 1889 to Mrs. Klla Barnes DeLacy, and 
.M iss Lillian Bremer. An instructor in violin was elected for the first time in 1894. 

'Fhe first step pointing to the separation of the College and Conservatory was 
taken on May 29, 1905, when the Board of Trustees converted the music department 
into “The Wesleyan Conservatory of Music.” Dr. Dingley Brow’n, from London 
College of Music, was director at this time. 

In 1914, came the election of the present director, Joseph Maerz. The ad- 
vancement of the Conservator)' under his leadership has been phenomenal. A brief 
summary of some of the most radical changes includes the standardization of the cur- 
riculum to a four-year course, 1915; the publication of a separate catalogue since 
1916; the discontinuance of the granting of B.M. degrees with less than sixty hours 
of college work in 1919, and the substitution of the Conservatory diploma; the final 
separation of the college and conservatory of music in I9^4«
